With the additional land 
whioh is to be included, the park will bo 
so large tnat a Sunday school excursion 
from Matoa and a young folks' picnic 
from Macon might be there on tho same 
dny without encroaching upon each other, 
or being interfered with by or in tho way 
ot the citizens of Decatur strolling 
through or ccattercd about tho grounds. 
The place would also bo under careful 
police supervision and 
control. 
For

cana. Bat the natives are learning the 
value of recreation. 


No public measure has ever boon pro- 


posed in or for tho community which 
would contribute ao largely and so di- 
rectly to the comfort nnd hiippinose of 
the whole people as this ono for tho 
establishment of a public park. By all 
means lot our board ot supervisors and 
the city council carry it into effect.
